DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-7 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Consider the independent claims, the best prior art found of record during the 
examination of the present application are: Wallstedt et al. (US 5,903,834) and Diener 
et al.(US 2004/0102198). 

Wallstedt discloses a network and method for allowing wireless communication 
within an in-door environment. Transceivers are positioned apart and coupled to a 
centralized controlled device. 

Diener discloses a system and method to obtain location of a terminal by 
comparing waveform received at known postions, via a reference terminals. The 
waveform is sent back to a processor that calculates the position of the terminal. 

Compared to the present application neither Wallstedt et al. nor Diener et al. 
discloses the entire claimed invention, in the independent claims, as a whole. 

Accordingly, in light of the cited references, the present invention is novel and 
non-obvious since the prior arts of record do not contain either explicitly or implicitly the 
limitations as a whole as disclosed in the independent claims. In addition, any 
reasonable combination of the cited references cannot be used to reconstruct the 
claimed invention. Therefore, the present application as claimed is allowable. Hence, 
the present application is allowable as claimed. Accordingly, Applicant's invention is 
allowed for these reasons and the reasons stated by the Applicant in the 
Amendment/Remarks.
